1. FOURTH U.S. COURT OF APPEALS UPHELD ON AUG 22 LOWER 
COURT RULING THAT TREES MUST BE FULLY MATURE OR DEAD 
BEFORE SOLD TO PRIVATE INDUSTRY, AND MUST BE MARKED AS 
SUCH BY FOREST SERVICE PRIOR TO BEING CUT. 

REACTIONS: 

A. "POST" CALLED DECISION "LANDMARK VICTORY FOR CON- 
SERVATIONISTS." 

B. GEORGE LEONARD, ASST. DIRECTOR OF TIMBER MANAGEMENT, 
U.S. FOREST SERVICE, QUOTED AS SAYING: "IT WILL RESULT IN 
VERY, VERY SUBSTANTIAL REDUCTIONS IN THE SUPPLY OF 
NATIONAL FOREST TIMBER." 

C. JUDGE JOHN FIELD SPEAKING FOR THE THREE JUDGE PANEL

FOOD AND FUEL COSTS. POINTING OUT THAT FOOD AND FUEL 
PRICES NOT PARTICULARLY RESPONSIVE TO FED RESERVE POLICIES, 
"POST" SAW AGRICULTURE, WITH PRESENT PATTERN INSTABILITY, 

AS POWERFUL FORCE FOR INFLATION. UNDISCIPLINED SOVIET 
PURCHASES AND GENERAL MARKET UNCERTAINTY WILL EFFECT 
SUPERMARKET PRICES FAR INTO FUTURE. ON OIL, "POST" 

ENDORSED DECONTROL, BUT GRADUALLY, AND FAULTED HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES FOR "MISTAKE OF ENORMOUS PROPORTIONS." 
WHEN IT REJECTED COMPROMISE PHASING OUT CONTROLS OVER 
NEXT 39 MONTHS, CONCLUDED, FED RESERVE WOULD BE WANTON TO 
ENCOURAGE FURTHER RISE IN INTEREST RATES NOW, REMEDIES 
NEED TO BE DIRECTED SPECIFICALLY AT FOOD AND FUEL.
